FOREST MAY BE FACTOR IN 
FUTURE GLOBAL POPULATION 


A University of Maine at Orono 
forestry faculty member has told 
an audience in Tacoma, Wash., 
forest material for industrial pur- 
poses may become a political as 
wel] as a technical problem in the 
future. Dr. Harold S. Young, di- 
rector of UMO’s Complete Tree 
Institute, says it appears unlikely 
that the forests can meet all of 
the national requirements for en- 
ergy, raw material for chemical 
industries, food and fodder iii ad- 
dition to solid and reconstituted 
products. “This stiggests that at 
some future time the allocation of 
forest material for industrial pur- 
poses may be a political as well 
as technical problem, for the for- 
ests may be a major limiting fac- 
tor in determining maximum glo- 
bal population.”
